Thank you for your responses to our prior records requests. Analysis of disclosed records from your 
and other agencies has initiated some new requests. 

Please provide the following public records pursuant to the California Public Records Act (the 
“Act”) 1 and Article I of the California Constitution. If the recipient cannot address this request, 
please forward it to the appropriate official or staff member. 

“You” and “your,” below, refer to each of the one or more public agencies (Town of Paradise; Paradise 
Police Department; ), and not merely the individual recipient or member, agent, officer, or employee 
of the public agency. If multiple agencies are addressed, a response from each is expected. All public 
records “prepared, owned, used, or retained” 2 by every agency 3 named must be considered. Under 
City of San Jose v. Superior Court (2017) 2 Cal.5th 608 personal email accounts or mobile device 
may contain disclosable public records - please search them as appropriate. “Including” shall mean 
“including but not limited to.” 

In your response please state which one or more agencies you are representing. If you are represent¬ 
ing multiple agencies, please disclose records if any agency must disclose the record and withhold 
or redact a responsive record only if all agencies assert a statutory exemption to disclosure.

• your assistance, as needed, in: (i) identifying and locating responsive records and overcoming 
objections to their disclosure, 10 and (ii) segregating nondisclosable portions of responsive 
records so as to maximize disclosure of the disclosable portions; 11 and 

• if necessary, assessment of the minimum required fees covering direct costs of duplication (but 
not costs of search, review, or redaction); (If your response would cause me to incur any fees, 
please contact me before performing such activities.)

"1.2 Memo.pdf" - we are looking for all such similar records. Note that if you are 
asserting attorney-client privilege to exempt records, we request you still provide any 
such communications that are not requesting or responding with attorney advice. 

b) every memo, email, or request sent to or from personnel of other public agencies (in¬ 
cluding Butte County, CAL OES, CAL FIRE, USFS, and FEMA) requesting guidance 
regarding disclosure of records to any PRA request from forcalpra@gmail.com. Note 
that if you are asserting attorney-client privilege to exempt records, we request you still 
provide any such communications that are not requesting or responding with attorney 
advice.
